"Based  on  my  review  of  the  report  with  Mr.  Rose,  I  believe 
this  is  one  of  the  most  significant  reports  ever  produced  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget.  It  is  appalling  to  learn  that  the  Retirement 
System  continues  to  hold  bonds  yielding  interest  rates  as  low  as 
2%%  resulting  in  a  projected  loss  of  $38.3  million  by  the  year 
2014,  that  the  Retirement  System  maintains  excessive  cash  bal- 
ances of  $7  million  with  the  Treasurer's  Office,  that  the  Retire- 
ment System  loses  the  use  of  $20.3  million  due  to  poor  estimating 
techniques,  that  the  rate  of  disability  retirements  in  San  Fran- 
cisco is  5  times  that  of  Los  Angeles,  and  that  there  has  never 
been  full  disclosure  of  injury  on  duty  disability  pajonents  which 
exceeded  $5  million  in  1975-76.  The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  has 
reported  that  these  and  other  significant  findings  have  resulted 
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in  losses  to  the  City  of  over  $3.2  million  annually.  Furtiher,  it 
is  also  obvious  that  we  must  take  a  hard  look  at  our  Social  Se- 
curity System.  It  is  estimated  that  by  the  year  2001,  costs  will 
have  skyrocketed  3,062%  since  1960-61  when  the  City  began  to 
participate  in  the  Social  Security  program. 

"But  beyond  the  significance  of  the  report  deficiencies  dis- 
closed by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  the  response  of  the  Retire- 
ment System  appears  to  be  designed  to  confuse  rather  than  to  be 
constructive.  I  am  particularly  concerned  with  the  response  by 
Retirement  System  stating  that  the  adoption  of  the  report  recom- 
mendations by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  constitutes  *. . .  a  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  Section  2.401  of  the  Charter.'  This  sec- 
tion clearly  authorizes  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  inquire  into 
the  matters  of  City  government.

'Mr.  Rose  specifically  stated  to  the  Retirement  System  that 
the  report  recommendations  were  strictly  advisory  in  nature.  I 
would  hope  that  the  Retirement  System  takes  a  further  look  at 
the  final  report  before  writing  it  off.  I  will  not  write  it  off  and  I 
believe  that  my  colleagues,  Supervisors  Molinari  and  von  Berol- 
dingen  of  the  Finance  Committee  feel  the  same  way.  I  further 
believe  that  they  will  support  me  in  requesting  that  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  refer  the  report  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee for  a  public  hearing. 

"Our  intention  is  not  to  force  reconrniendatitms  on  any  City 
department — but  our  intention  is  to  attempt  to  see  that  the  Re- 
irement  System  is  operating  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

"The  Retirement  System  has  an  obligation  to  protect  the  vested 
interests  of  the  employees  as  well  as  to  operate  in  the  best  inter- 
est of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  and  Coimty.  Every  dollar  saved 
in  practical  efficient  procedures  results  in  a  direct  savings  to 
taxpayers."

STATEMENT  BY  SUPERVISOR  JOHN  L.  MOLINARI 

RELATIVE  TO  SALARY  STANDARDIZATION 
ORDINANCE  FOR  MISCELLANEOUS  EMPLOYEES 

FOREWORD: 

The  Salary  Standardization  recommendations  for  miscellaneous 
employees  for  fiscal  year  1977-78  are  the  first  to  be  prepared 
under  the  new  procedures  mandated  by  Charter  Section  8.407 
(Proposition  "D",  November,  1976).  The  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion has  certified  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  prevailing  basic 
pay  rates  for  miscellaneous  employee  classifications,  utilizing  the 
formulae  and  procedures  required  by  those  Charter  provisions. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  mandated  to  fix  basic  rates  of  pay 
as  close  as  reasonably  possible  to  the  prevailing  rates  certified  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  shall  not  set  the  maximum 
rate  for  any  class  in  excess  of  the  maximum  prevailing  rate  for 
that  class.  Also,  no  employee  shall  have  his  basic  pay  rate  re- 
duced by  the  process.  The  proposed  Salary  Standardization  Ordi- 
nance which  is  before  the  Board  conforms  to  those  requirements. 

In  considering  these  Salary  Standardization  certifications  over 
the  past  several  weeks,  your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Commit- 
tee has  had  the  advantage  of  the  full  participation  by  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Board.  A  central  factor  in  that  process  has  been  a  full 
recognition  of  the  severe  financial  circumstances  which  continues 
to  confront  both  the  taxpayers  and  the  employees  of  the  City 
and  County. 

All  data  regularly  submitted  has  been  evaluated  with  extreme 
care,  has  been  referred  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for  re- 
view and  analysis,  and  has  been  returned  to  the  Board  with  such 
revisions  and  certifications  as  the  Commission  deemed  warranted. 

All  interested  parties  were  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
fully  and  publicly.  Civil  Service  Commission  certifiaitions  and 
determinations  as  originally  submitted  and  as  revised,  have  lieen 
reviewed  comprehensively  and  intensively  by  the  full  Board  dur- 
ing long  hours  of  careful  consideration. 

The  Board  Yuis  given  the  (^ivil  Service  Commission's  recom- 
medations  as  to  working  conditions  and  benefits  in  the  adminis- 
trative provisions  Gireful  review.  Estirruites  as  to  the  coet-to-the- 
("ity  of  the  Civil  Service  C'ommission's  determiruitions  and  certi- 
fications, reviewed  by  the  Board's  Budget  Division,  are  that  the 
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working  condition  fringe  benefit  determinations  cost  $5,342,748 
and  major  fringe  benefit  determinations  cost  $29,650,209.  There- 
fore, the  Board  deferred  final  decision  concerning  Commission 
determinations  and  certifications  until  conclusion  of  the  meet- 
and-confer  sessions  which  are  required  under  pertinent  State  and 
City  and  County  statutes. 

The  process  of  meeting  and  conferring  regarding  those  benefits 
has  been  pursued  most  diligently  since  receiving  the  Civil  Service 
Commission's  recommendations  on  January  31,  1977.  The  Board's 
Chief  Negotiator,  Mr.  Patrick  Mahler,  and  the  staff  of  the  Em- 
ployee Relations  Division,  met  and  conferred  with  19  certified 
employee  organizations  and  consulted  with  10  registered  em- 
ployee organizations.  In  excess  of  300  hours  were  logged  for  such 
legally  required  meetings. 

By  March  15,  1977  the  representative  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors and  a  representative  of  the  following  recognized  employee 
organizations  reached  agreement  through  the  meet-and-confer 
process  on  matters  contained  in  the  Annual  Salary  Standard- 
ization Ordinance:

In  addition  to  the  above  the  representatives  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  representatives  of  the  Stationary  Engineers, 
Local  No.  39,  International  Union  of  Operating  Engineers,  a 
recognized  employee  organization,  reached  an  agreement  and 
signed  a  Letter  of  Understanding  through  the  meet-and-confer 
process. 

The  representative  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Hod  Carriers  Local  No.  36  and  the  Municipal 
Executives  Association  reached  agreement  through  a  consultation 
process. 
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Those  above  agreements  constitute  proposed  amendments  to 
the  Administrative  Provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  for  consideration 
by  the  Board  today;  they  are  summarized  later  in  this  report. 

The  representative  of  the  City  and  the  respective  representa- 
tives of  the  following  recognized  employee  organizations  did  not 
reach  an  agreement  through  the  meet-and-confer  process.

DOCUMENTATION: 

Each  member  of  the  Board  has  received  a  copy  of: 

(1)  The  Civil  Service  Commission's  report  of  the  Salary  and 
Wage  Survey  dated  January  28,  1977,  and  the  proposed  sched- 
ules of  compensation  as  certified  by  the  Commission  for  classi- 
fications subject  to  the  provisions  of  Charter  Sections  8.400, 
8.401,  and  8.407,  together  with  the  Commission's  letter  of  trans- 
mittal dated  January  31,  1977. 

(2)  The  Commission's  letter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under 
date  of  March  14,  1977,  transmitting  the  Commission's  certifica- 
tion of  updated  salary  information  for  classifications  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  Charter  Sections  8.400,  8.401  and  8.407. 

The  foregoing  constitute  the  Civil  Service  Commission  certifi- 
cation and  recommendations.  Presented  to  each  Board  member 
today,  is  a  copy  of  the  latest  certified  salary  schedule  and  pro- 
posed Administrative  Provisions,  together  with  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Administrative  Provisions. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS: 

The  Legislative  and  Persoimel  Committee  and  all  Board  mem- 
bers studied  intensively  the  Civil  Service  Commission's  determi- 
nations and  certifications  as  to  Administrative  Provisions,  as  well 
as  others  which  were  urged  independently  by  employees.  It  gave 
careful  attention  to  both  verbal  and  written  representations  by 
interested  individuals  and  organiziition  representatives,  and  re- 
ferred those  provisions  to  the  Employee  Relations  Division  for 
the  meet-and-confer  process. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Board  approve  and  adopt 
the  amendments  to  the  Administrative  Provisions  as  submitted 
today;  those  amendments  are  summarized  as  follows: 

( 1 )  Provision  of  protective  clothing  for  automotive  machinists, 
porters  and  laundry  workers,  and  foul  weather  clothing  for  auto- 
motive servicemen. 
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(2)  Continuing  the  various  exceptions  to  the  40-hour  work 
week  as  contained  in  the  current  1976-77  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance,  except  for  hod-carriers,  for  whom  a  40-hour  week  is 
proposed  to  provide  conformity  with  work-crew  schedules. 

(3)  Deleting  contagious  disease  pay,  per  certification  from 
Civil  Service  Commission  that  it  is  not  a  prevailing  practice  to 
proviile  such  pay. 

(4)  Continuing  the  various  exceptions  regarding  night-duty 
premium  pay  as  contained  in  the  1976-77  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance;  adding  revised  provisions  for  automotive  servicemen 
to  provide  a  10%  night  differential  and  a  15%  midnight  dif- 
ferential. 

(5)  Providing  a  2.5  step  premium  pay  for  stationary  engineers 
who  perform  supervisory  duties  outside  of  classification  in  excess 
of  15  cumulative  days. 

(6)  Deleting  the  various  hazard-pay  provisions  for  various 
classifications  and  premium  pay  for  painters,  per  certification 
from  Civil  Service  Commission  that  such  provisions  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Commission's  salary  survey  report,  except  that 
premiimi  i>ay  for  tapers  is  continued. 

(7)  Providing  compensatory  time  off  to  automotive  servicemen 
for  time  spent  outside  of  regular  work  schedule  in  obtaining  Class 
I  California  Drivers  License. 

(8)  Providing  for  medical  examinations  for  stationary  engine- 
ers and  related  classifications  who  are  exposed  to  conditions  haz- 
ardous to  health;  providing  reimbursement  to  such  classifications 
for  cost  of  City  and  County  or  State  certificates  required  for  per- 
formance of  job  duties  (but  not  driver's  license),  and  allowing 
paid  time  for  such  certifications. 

(9)  Providing  a  uniform  allowance  for  employees  in  Represen- 
tation Unit  9  (security  and  detention  personnel,  but  not  sworn 
permanent  and  promotive  Sheriff's  Department  employees),  and 
for  ambulance  drivers  and  stewards.  Total  cost  to  City  and  Coun- 
ty not  to  exceed  $100,000,  fiscal  year  1977-78. 

( 10)  Providing  for  overtime  rates  for  licensed  vocational 
nurses,  registered  nurses,  anesthetists,  operating  room  nurses, 
public  health  nurses,  and  clinical  nurse  specialists. 

(11)  Providing  that  City  Librarian  may  authorize  librarians 
to  work  less  than  a  normal  work-week,  if  such  employees  volunteer 
for  such  a  reduced  schedule;  such  employees  to  be  eligible  for 
holiday  pay. 

(12)  Providing  for  employees  in  Class  2220  Physician  to  earn 
holidays. 

(13)  Amending  floating  holiday  language  to  emphasize  that 
each   employee   shall   receive  a   floating  holiday  and   that  the 
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scheduling  of  this  holiday  is  by  mutual  agreement  between  the 
employee  and  the  department  head. 

(14)  Removing  Section  XII  on  insurance  for  management  em- 
ployees. 

(15)  Providing  night  shift  and  midnight  shift  differentials 
equivalent  to  those  of  automotive  mechanic  for  class  9102  Transit 
Car  Cleaner  and  9104  Transit  Car  Cleaner  Sub-Foreman. 

(16)  Amending  Section  X  special  procedures  to  make  allow- 
ances for  use  of  the  grievance  procedure  and  input  from  the  Em- 
ployee Relations  Division. 

(17)  Removing  $36.00  per  month  upj)er  limit  for  employees  in 
class  2528  Medical  Steward  when  assigned  as  "booking"  steward. 

NOTE:    This  item  is  found  in  the  Compensation  Schedules  but 
is  essentially  an  Administrative  Provision. 

(18)  Providing  a  10%  premiimi  pay  for  employees  in  class 
2632  Cook  Manager,  Elementary  School,  when  cooking  for  two 
or  more  schools. 

NOTE:   This  item  is  found  in  the  Compensation  Schedules  but 
is  essentially  an  Administrative  Provision. 

Total  cost  for  the  foregoing  working  condition  benefit  is  esti- 
mated at  $263,885. 

SCHEDULE  OF  COMPENSATION: 

The  schedule  of  compensation  which  is  now  before  this  Board 
has  been  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  as  confoirning 
to  the  provisions  of  Charter  Section  8.407  relative  to  prevailing 
rates,  and  reflecting  the  data  developed  from  the  Commission's 
initial  salary  survey  for  1977-78,  approved  January  31,  1977,  and 
from  an  updating  of  that  survey  approved  by  the  Commission  on 
March  17,  1977. 

It  is  not  feasible  to  set  forth  herein  the  details  of  those  sched- 
ules. I  shall,  however,  touch  upon  some  significant  aspects  of  the 
schedules  which  the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  believes 
should  be  noted  by  Board  members  and  the  public. 

Approximately  16,700  employees  of  the  City  and  County  will 
receive  salary  increases  on  July  1,  while  the  salaries  for  about 
4,000  employees  are  currently  above  the  level  of  prevailing  rates, 
as  shown  in  the  salary  survey.  Thus,  salaries  for  those  employees 
now  being  paid  above  prevailing  rates  are  not  certified  for  an  in- 
crease in  1977-78. 

Salary  increases  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
and  estimated  by  the  Controller  to  cost  $15,647,090,  range  from 
2%  to  38V2%,  with  the  ad  valorem  cost  to  the  City  and  County 
being  estimated  at  $11,064,225.  This  figure  includes  basic  salaries 
and  coeta  for  the  City's  contribution  to  retirement  and  social 
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security  funds.  It  does  not  relate  to  costs  for  employees  of  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  the  Community  College 
District. 

CONCLUSION: 

The  recommendations  submitted  today  constitute  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  certifications,  determinations,  and  recommen- 
dations, take  into  account  the  wage  survey  data,  the  data  sub- 
mitted by  employee  and  taxpayer  representatives,  and  reflect  a 
nimiber  of  lengthy  and  complex  meet-and-confer  sessions  with 
many  employee  organizations.  The  recommendations  of  the  Legis- 
lative and  Personnel  Committee  also  take  into  account  the  cur- 
rent serious  inflation -recession -unemployment  problems  which 
confront  the  City  and  County. 

Approval  of  these  recommendations  will  provide  salary  levels 
which  the  Civil  Service  Commission  states  reflect  the  prevailing 
rates  being  paid  for  like  work  in  the  various  jurisdictions  out- 
lined in  Charter  Section  8.407. 

A  majority  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  order  placed  on 
the  ballot  of  the  General  Election  to  be  held  on  November  8,  1977, 
a  proposed  amendment  to  Charter  Section  8.423,  deleting  from 
paragraph  two,  line  five,  the  words  "dental  or".  Voter  approval 
would  result  in  the  extension  of  the  existing  health  plan  contri- 
bution survey  to  dental  care  contributions  for  employees  only 
of  the  surveyed  counties.  By  agreeing  to  order  submitted  to  the 
voters  such  Charter  amendment,  the  Board  in  no  way  indicates 
its  undertaking  to  endorse  or  support  the  adoption  of  same. 

It  should  be  noted  and  stressed  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
does  not  have  option  or  the  discretion  to  change  the  $15,647,090 
certification  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  as  to  salary  in- 
creases. Proposition  D  states  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  determine  the  generally  prevailing  rates  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  fix  pay  rates  as  close  as  reasonably  possible  to 
prevailing  rates  determined  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  feel  that  it  is  clear  and 
evident  that  Proposition  D  has  not  been  "fair"  to  the  taxpayer 
or  the  City  employee.  Of  the  15.9  million  dollar  wage  and  work- 
ing condition  package  before  the  Board  today,  the  Board  has  had 
discretion  to  influence  only  some  $264,000. 

Proposition  D  has  taken  the  right  and  responsibility  of  the 
elected  officials  to  set  salary  and  placed  it  in  the  hands  of  non- 
elected  appointed  officials  rather  than  elected  representatives  of 
the  taxpayers.  Therefore,  I  believe  there  must  be  a  modification  of 
Charter  Section  8.407  (Proposition  D),  before  the  initiation  of 
next  year's  Salary  Standardization  process. 

The  counsel  of  all  Board  members  was  freely  and  fully  ex 
changed  in  all  of  the  Salary  Standardization  sessions  and  related 
executive  sessions  with  the  Chief  Negotiator.  In  light  of  all  the 
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information  which  could  be  drawn  reasonably  from  the  great 
volume  of  data  submitted,  the  Committee  members  are  convinced 
that  the  recommendations  are  in  full  accord  with  the  cited  Charter 
provisions. 

My  committee  colleagues,  Vice  Chairman  John.  J.  Barbagelata, 
Dianne  Feinstein  and  former  Committee  member  Robert  H.  Men- 
delsohn, join  me  in  officially  submitting  these  recommendations.  We 
wish  to  acknowledge  the  invaluable  assistance  and  extremely  dili- 
gent work  performed  by  Mr.  Patrick  J.  Mahler,  Chief  Negotiator; 
Mr.  James  Lazarus,  Deputy  City  Attorney;  Mr.  John  C.  Farrell, 
Controller;  Mr.  Harvey  Rose,  Budget  Director  and  Analyst;  and 
their  respective  staffs.

SUPERVISOR  JOHN  J.  BARBAGELATA 

ON  BEHALF  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Finance  Committee,  Sup>ervisors  Molinari,  von  Beroldingen 
and  the  undersigned,  herein  present  to  the  Board  its  recommended 
City  and  County  Budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1977-78. 

Initially,  the  Cormnittee  commends  and  thanks  Controller  John 
Farrell,  his  budget  assistants  Bill  O'Sullivan  and  David  Fong, 
The  Mayor's  Executive  Deputy  for  Program  and  Fiscal  Adminis- 
tration, RudoK  Nothenberg,  his  Budget  Assistants  Ray  Sullivan 
and  George  Millbum,  and  their  stalls  for  their  valued  assistance 
and  cooperation.  Further,  the  Committee  commends  and  thanks 
the  Board's  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  their  efforts.  All  of  these 
persons  expended  long  hours  to  guide  the  Committee  in  its  recom- 
mendations. 

With  the  exception  of  the  proposed  new  Citizen's  Complaint 
OflSce  in  the  Police  Department,  staffing  for  the  District  Attor- 
ney's Office,  and  the  $1  million  funding  for  the  Performing  Arts 
Center,  Supervisors  Molinari,  von  Beroldingen  and  I  submit  the 
Finance  Committee  recommendations  to  the  Board  with  una- 
nimity. 

The  budget  data  of  the  School  District  and  the  Community 
College  District  are  not  included  below  because  these  budgets, 
by  law,  are  not  subject  to  either  review  or  action  by  the  Board.

**Includes  approximately  $19.4  million  of  salary  and  fringe 
benefit  savings,  $15.9  million  of  which  was  included  in  the 
Mayor's  budget  as  a  revenue  item  in  lieu  of  as  a  reduction 
in  expenditures.  Therefore  the  net  effect  of  the  Committee's 
recommended  reductions  is  $18.9  million. 

The  Committee  believes  that  in  recommending  reductions  in 
the  Mayor's  proposed  budget  of  $854.8  million,  tliey  are  present- 
ing a  budget  that  is  both  equitable  to  San  Francisco  taxpayers  as 
well  as  to  the  City  and  County  departments. 

Salary  Savings 

The  Committee  has  recommended  an  additional  $3,447,688 
over  the  Mayor's  estimates  to  be  included  in  the  budget  as  esti- 
mated salary  savings  and  related  mandatory  fringe  benefit  sav- 
ings. Further,  for  the  first  time,  the  Committee  has  recom- 
mended that  such  savings  be  reflected  on  the  expenditure  side  of 
the  budget  rather  than  on  the  revenue  side  as  proposed  by  the 
Mayor.  By  doing  this,  the  Committee  discloses  the  correct  total 
expenditure  budget  of  the  City  and  County  in  addition  to  effect- 
ing a  budget  reduction  of  $19,384,694,  of  which  $15,937,006  will 
not,  however,  affect  the  tax  rate. 

Vehicles 

For  the  first  time,  vehicles  to  be  financed  by  ad  valorem  depart- 
ments have  been  included  in  a  separate  budget  index  by  the 
Mayor.  The  Mayor  has  recommended  the  approval  of  91  vehicles 
for  various  departments  and  the  Committee  has  recommended 
approval  of  90  of  these  vehicles.  Such  vehicles  are  to  be  used  by 
City  persormel  whose  primary  responsibilities  are  to  be  continu- 
ously in  the  field  such  as  Building  Inspection  personnel.  Subse- 
quent to  concern  expressed  by  the  Finance  Committee  as  to  which 
departments  were  to  be  allocated  the  vehicles,  the  Mayor  trans- 
mitted a  proposed  vehicle  allocation  of  20  of  the  vehicles.  The 
Committee's  recommended  approval  of  the  remaining  70  vehicles 
is  contingent  upon  appropriate  legislation  authorizing  the  C^ity 
Purchaser  to  assign  these  vehicles  to  specific  City  departments. 
The  approval  of  90  vehicles  at  one  time  initiates  a  policy  of  re- 
placing those  high  use  City-owned  vehicles  which  have  experi- 
enced excessive  maintenance  and  repair  costs. 

District  Attorney 

The  Mayor  approved  62  new  positions  for  the  District  Attor- 
ney's Office  including  34  new  positions  for  the  Family  Supi)ort 
Bureau.  The  C\)mmittcH?,  recognizing  that  the  Family  Supiwrt 
Bureau  has  been  operating  in  a  self-susUiining  manner,  has  rec- 
ommended approval  of  14  of  the  34  requested  Family  Supix)rt 
Bureau  ix>sitions.  With  regard  to  the  riHiU(>st  for  th(>  28  iithc^r 
positions  including  14  attorneys,  5  administrative,  and  9  cleriail 
positions,   the   Committee   has   rccommendtKl   appro\al  of  5  at- 
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torneys  and  5  administrative  positions.  The  Committee  disap- 
proved the  9  clerical  positions  since  17  CETA  clerical  personnel 
have  been  recommended  by  the  Mayor  to  assist  the  District  At- 
torney. Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  has  dissented  in  the  Com- 
mittee's recommendations  believing  that  the  staff  of  the  District 
Attorney  should  be  further  increased  beyond  the  increases  recom- 
mended by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Fire  Department 

The  budget  as  recommended  by  the  Committee  and  concurred 
in  by  the  Fire  Chief  will  result  in  a  substantially  increased  level 
of  fire  protection  service  in  1977-78.  The  present  daily  manning 
level  of  345  officers  and  firefighters  on  duty  will  be  raised  to  370 
by  next  spring.  Despite  the  significant  increase  in  fire  protection 
services,  the  Committee  was  able  to  effect  a  $1,800,000  reduction 
in  the  Fire  Department's  budget.  The  Committee  has  recom- 
mended approval  of  3  new  Inspectors  and  1  new  Investigator  to 
strengthen  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  and  Public  Safety.  The 
Committee  also  noted  that  the  fireboat  is  to  be  financed  approxi- 
mately 50%  by  the  Fire  Department  and  only  50%  by  the  Port. 
While  this  has  the  effect  of  reducing  the  ad  valorem  tax  support 
for  the  Port,  conversely  it  increases  the  ad  valorem  taxes  needed 
to  finance  the  Fire  Departments  budget. 

Police  Department 

The  Committee  has  recommended  the  approval  of  23  new  ci- 
vilian personnel  for  the  Police  Department.  The  new  civilian 
personnel  include  1  new  Fingerprint  Classifier  and  1  new  Assist- 
ant Criminalist  to  strengthen  the  Crime  Laboratory.  The  purpose 
of  20  of  these  new  civilian  personnel  is  to  enable  non-imiformed 
related  duties,  now  being  performed  by  uniformed  personnel,  to 
be  performed  by  civilian  personnel  in  order  to  free  uniformed 
personnel  for  police  protection  activities.  The  Committee  deleted 
5  new  Senior  Clerk  Typist  positions,  1  new  Payroll  Supervisor, 
3  new  Photographers,  and  6  Clerk  Typists.  While  the  Committee 
concurs  with  the  need  for  these  personnel  in  order  to  release  uni- 
formed personnel  for  police  protection  services,  the  Committee 
rcommends  that  less  costly  Federally  funded  CETA  personnel  be 
used  by  the  Department  in  lieu  of  the  requested  ad  valorem 
positions. 

The  Committee  notes  that  it  has  been  instrumental  in  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year  in  the  authorization  of  200  additional  uniformed 
positions  and  200  additional  civilian  positions  through  the  use 
of  Community  Development,  CETA,  Public  Works  Title  II  and 
City  funds. 

Supervisors  Molinari  £ind  von  Beroldingen's  recommendations 
of  new  civilian  positions  included  approval  of  8  new  civilian 
Internal  Affairs  Investigators  and  one  new  position  of  Assistant 
Director,  Internal  Affairs  Bureau.  These  9  civilian  positions 
would  supplement  an  additional  10  imifonned  personnel  in  the 
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Internal  Affairs  Bureau  which  hiis  the  responsibility  for  investi- 
gating complaints  against  Police  Officers.  The  approval  of  these 
9  civilian  personnel  would  release  1  Lieutenant  and  8  Sergeants 
for  Police  protection  activities.  Chairman  Barbagelata  has  dis- 
sented in  this  recommendation. 

Municipal  Railway 

The  Committee  has  recommended  a  cut  in  platform  wages  in 
the  amount  of  $2.0  million  which  will  still  enable  the  Department 
to  meet  100%  of  its  scheduled  runs.  In  July  1976,  the  Committee 
concluded  that  the  Municipal  Railway  maintenance  operations 
were  not  being  conducted  in  the  most  efficient,  effective  and  eco- 
nomical manner.  Therefore,  the  Committee  awarded  an  outside 
consultant  contract  to  Urban  Transportation  Development  Cor- 
poration Ltd.  (UTD)  to  study  the  maintenance  operations.  This 
Canadian  firm,  expert  in  the  area  of  transportation,  concluded  in 
its  study  completed  in  December  1976  that  the  maintenance  per- 
formance of  the  Municipal  Railway  is  extremely  poor.  The  Fi- 
nance Committee  immediately  recommended  and  the  full  Board 
of  Supervisors  concurred  in  adopting  a  resolution  urging  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  to  retain  UTD  to  assist  the  Muni- 
cipal Railway  in  implementing  the  recommendations  contained 
in  UTD's  report.  While  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  mov- 
ing to  contract  with  UTD,  the  process  has  been  a  slow  one.  There- 
fore, to  expedite  the  process,  the  Committee  has  urged  the  Com- 
mission to  submit  a  supplemental  appropriation  request  to  finance 
the  proposed  contract.  The  Committee  has  tentatively  recom- 
mended approval  of  58  new  craft  positions  to  work  exclusively  on 
maintaining  the  Municipal  Railway,  and  further  has  tentatively 
recommended  approval  of  a  reorganization  of  administrative  posi- 
tions. However,  the  Committee  believes  that  in  order  to  signifi- 
cantly improve  service  to  the  users  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  the 
proposed  increased  maintenance  staff  must  be  supplemented  by 
the  assistance  of  outside  consulting  expertise.  Therefore,  under 
the  Committee's  recommendations,  with  the  exception  of  the  first 
two  months  of  salaries  for  30  of  the  new  maintenance  positions, 
the  expenditure  of  funds  for  all  of  these  new  positions  is  con- 
tingent upon  a  contract  award  to  UTD  and  upon  UTD  present- 
ing its  report  and  recommendations  to  the  Committee  concerning 
these  positions.  The  Committee  believes  that  only  with  outside 
expert  advice  can  a  valid  judgment  be  made  as  to  the  need  for  the 
new  positions. 

Sheriff 

The  Committee  has  recommended  approval  of  13  new  iX)sitions 
including  6  Deputy  Sheriffs,  1  Sheriff's  Sergeant  and  1  Sheriff's 
Lieutenant  to  man  the  City  Pri.son.  This  request  is  in  lino  with 
the  previous  coverage  of  the  City  Prison  when  it  was  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Police  Department.  Furtlier,  the  Committee 
has  recommended  approval  of  3  Deputy  Sheriffs  and  1  Sheriff's 
Sergeant  for  the  security  ward  at  the  San  Francisco  Medical 
Center. 
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San  Francisco  General  Hospital 

The  Committee  has  recommended  the  approval  of  134  net  new 
positions  for  the  Hospital  and  the  transfer  of  132  positions  from 
the  Community  Mental  Health  Services,  other  divisions  of  the 
Health  Department  and  from  the  Controller's  EDP  unit.  Of  the 
134  new  positions,  70  are  in  the  Hospital's  expanded  psychiatric 
service,  28  replace  Out-Patient  staff  formerly  funded  by  a  Federal 
grant  and  36  positions  are  generally  to  improve  the  Hospital's 
administration  and  management.  The  positions  were  carefully 
analyzed  and  it  is  the  Committee's  belief  that  except  for  an 
approximately  $400,000  increase  in  ad  valorem  taxes  needed  to 
support  the  psychiatric  service  and  an  additional  expense  of  about 
$225,000  for  Out-Patient  services,  the  addition  of  the  other  new 
positions  will  increase  revenues  by  more  than  their  cost.  Also, 
the  Committee  required  that  the  Hospital  reduce  its  expenditures 
for  existing  staff  salaries  and  fringe  benefits  by  $399,100  to  par- 
tially offset  the  costs  of  new  positions. 

Community  Mental  Health  Services  (CMHS) 

The  Committee  recommended  165  net  fewer  positions  for 
CMHS.  Of  this  reduction,  89  positions  were  transferred  to  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  to  partially  staff  its  psychiatric  serv- 
ice. However,  with  regard  to  all  positions  in  the  CMHS  budget, 
the  Committee  has  recommended  that  salary  amounts  be  reserved 
for  the  last  6  months  pending  its  review  of  the  proposed  reorgan- 
ization of  CMHS. 

Public  Defender 

Recognizing  the  significant  workload  of  the  P*ublic  Defender, 
the  Committee  has  recommended  approval  of  4  new  positions 
including  1  Chief  Public  Defender  Investigator,  1  Public  Defend- 
er's Investigator  and  2  Trial  Attorneys. 

Social  Services 

The  Committee  has  recommended  approval  of  15  new  positions 
including  4  Senior  Management  Assistants.  Further,  the  Com- 
mittee has  recommended  approval  of  fimds  for  2  attorneys.  In 
the  current  fiscal  year,  the  firm  of  Robert  B.  Carleson  &  Associ- 
ates, Inc.  was  retained  by  the  Board  of  SuE>ervisors  to  conduct  a 
comprehensive  study  of  the  entire  department.  The  consultant's 
report,  which  will  comment  on  the  Department's  organization, 
will  be  calendared  for  a  public  hearing  in  the  near  future. 

Public  Library 

The  Committee,  recognizing  that  the  library  and  reference  book 
purchases  have  remained  constant  at  $650,000  since  fiscal  year 
1974-75,  has  recommended  that  this  accotmt  be  increased  by 
$75,000  to  $725,000.  Further,  recognizing  that  the  Library  has 
historically  been  troubled  with  thefts  and  losses  of  books,  the 
Committee  has  recommended  approval  of  a  book  detector  unit 
and  a  circulation  system  totalling  $249,535.

and  housing  provided  to  City  employees  whose  compensation  is 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8.400  of  the  Charter  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Civil  Service  Commission's  recommendation 
that  the  maximum  rate  for  part-time  services  shall  not  exceed 
$312  per  month  for  City  employees  whose  compensation  is  sub- 
ject to  the  provision  of  Sections  8.400  and  8.401  of  the  Charter.
